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On 22 September 1951* the Luftnachrichten Kaserne, Bernau 
(N 53/2 96), was only partially occupied by troops who wore 
red-bordered black epaulets, including some with artillery 
insignia. About 20 soldiers were seen receiving theoretical 
instruction on an artillery piece, apparently an AT gun. 

Fresh ta nk treads were seen at the barracks gate on Wandlitzer

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Prior to 22 September, the barracks installations in Perleberg
